in regards to Shen, Dunn and Abecassis, as the claim limitations are not supported by the foreign priority documents, these applications 
qualify as prior art. 

In regards to applicant's arguments on page 14, in regards to applicant's foreign priority document: 

1 . It is noted that the paragraphs applicant cites appear to be from the JP 06-275936 document, and not the JP 06-230281 document, 
as applicant indicates. 

2. Paragraph 47 of the JP 06-275936 document is directed to a plurality of alternative methods for synchronizing the stored data with 
the programming of each channel. This is indicated as being performed through detected time codes, or alternatively through calculations 
to identify the proper channel. An additional alternative is to provide an "overlap portion". 

There is no indication that the recited "overlap" is related to "wherein when display of the program information is resumed after the 
resume command, a pre-selected segment of the program information immediately preceding a point at which the pause command was 
requested is first displayed." The overlap is mentioned briefly in regards to an alternative'for synchronizing stored data and the program 
channels, and does provide support for the specific limitations recited in the claim. Thus, applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
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
